been stated—and filled them with such 
freight as thoy did not want to carry op 
tho roads, but that was douo, not to stop 
competition in a proper souso, but to pre- 
cludo ruinous competition—ho would not 
say that thoro was any black mail in It. So 
far ns tlio railroads wero concerned, it was 
business.

BURIED li\ BACK YARDS. 


GHASTLY RESULT OF THE FRENZY 


OF A CHICAGO MOB, 


An Unknown Number of Rioters Drink 


Thoir Deaths from tho Shelves of 


a Wrecked Drug Store. 


A Druiilcon Oi'Rlo Tlmt IM rHgRlnR Many 


Secret Cravus—J.lttl* Clillilron Among 
tlio Victims—A noliomllin 
riiy.ticliul 


Oh-os 1I1» Hxporleiico Among tho Suf- 
furcrs—I'olici-mon'H Testimony. 


CIIICAOO, May 
11.— W lion tho moli of 


anarchists wrecked Rosonfold's dn'.R storo 
at tho corner o£ Center avenue and Eighi;- 
conth street last Wednesday liad drunk all 
tho liquor thoy sacked tlio show cases, do- 
niolishcd tho mirrors, nnd dashed all bottles 
not containing liquids upon tbo floor. 
Thi> 


others woro handed down Irom tho shelves 
and i£ the liquids looliod or tasted like 
liquor thoy wore gulped Sown without fur- 
ther inquiry. 
The labels on the bottles 


woro Crook to tlio ignorant, crn/.y mob 
which was L*nt on enjoying a gratuitous 
debauch. 
While in tho midst o£ tliolr orgio 


tho police swooped down upon the rioters 
and sent them llooina to all parts of tho 
neighborhood. 
Sinco that timo it has boon 


learned that many ot tlio rioters Imvo diod 
from tho ollocts ot poisoning and th.it scores 
ot others aro oithor dying, or lying griev- 
ously ill. 
It is also said that many childruii 


entered tho drug atoro while the orgio was 
in progress and holpod thumselvcs to tho 
lo/onECi which woro Icopt in bottles on tho 
shelves. A largo ipiantity of this modieacod 
candy rontuined opium and othor drugs, 
Tho little pirates ato thoewouts with avidity 
and are now suffering tho consequences. 
Nearly all of tho sulVorors aro children of 
Bohenftans and Germans. 


"Tho doso thoso follows got in that drug 


store." said tho officer who stands at tbo cor- 
ner o£ Eighteenth and Center avoauo, 
•'did moro to quoll tho disturbance in this 
neighborhood than all tho othor things com- 
bined. 
It looks ns though tbo whole ward 


had tieon put to sloop. 
Down on Seven- 


teenth street near Brown thoro is an entire 
family vomiting and yolllng with pain. 
Thoy will not lot a physician into the house, 
nnd their friends will notgii'O their names 
or tho number of their house. 
Nobody 


knows to what extent the ward is alllicted, 
for tlio sufferers are persons who invariably 
conceal such matters,1' 


As tho oHlcor finished speaking, a man 


with dark whWcovs and sallow face hurried 
past tho corner. 
Ho was a Bohemian doc- 


tor. 
"[ nm in a hurry," ho said to tho re- 


porter, ''but since you havo asked mo about 
the truth o£ tho report that several persona 
woro poisoned in tho raid on Kosonfeld's 
drug store, I must say that tho peoplo havo 
but u vaguo idea of tlio actual state of 
things in this vicinity. 
Tho rioters were 


for the most part ignorant Bohemians, Ger- 
mans and Foles. 
When they hod drunk up 


all tho liquor in tho demijohns and bottles, 
thoy pounced upon tho medicated winos 
which liavo tho flavor of liquor. 
A bottlo 


tilled with wine of colchloum probably did 
moro mischief than any of the others. Throe 
of my patients are paying tho penalty for 
liaviug imbibed too freely of this stuir. 
They havo severe griping in tho stomach, 
and'manifost other symptoms of colic, IVhon 
I called to treat them thoy doniod having 
nttxjmptod suicide. I then asked what thoy 
had 
eaten. 
With 
groat 
hestnncy 


one 
of 
tho 
boys 
said 
that thoy 


had drank some "brown 
stuff 
in tho 


building 
which 
had 
been 
wrecked. 


I then concluded that they Lad swallowed 
oither digitalis or colchicum. 
How theso 


pooplo codd swallow theso tinctures and 
medicated wines without discovering their 
mistake I can not understand, except, pos- 
sibly, I accost tho theory that they wore so 
drunk that thoy lost tho senses of tasto and 
smell 
On Tliroop streot thoro are two 


young mon sulVoring from all the symptoms 
of aconite poisoning. They havo had con- 
vulsions over since tho night of tho riot, and 
havo never once regained consciousness, 
Thoy aro lumber shovors, and 
avowed 


socialists. 
J havo no doubt—Indeed, I 


know it to bo a fact—that many of thoso 
sufferers havo received no attention from 
physicians. They aro afraid that should it 
bocomo known that thoy had boon poisoned 
thoy would be arrostod for sacking the drug 
store. 
I know of several deaths in tho 


neighborhood, but I do not daro givo you 
tbe number of tho houses where thoy havo 
occurred. 
I will say, howovor, that nono 


of my patients havo diod, although many of 
thorn are vory low. I learn oC tho facts or 
the others through tho relatives and friends 
of my charges. 1Vhero the corpses have been 
ban-led I can not imagine. I think, though, 
thnt thoso that havo not boon interred in 
tho back yards havo boon taken to tho 
cemotorios under assumed names and with- 
out having the true cause of death stated ou 
tbo burial permits. 
This Is risky business 


for doctors and undertakers, but you must 
know that it means bread and butter to 
many of them. 
Thero is no doubt, how- 


ovor, bi'.t that most of tho victims Lave 
been buriod in back yards."

•«sed to give his namo for publication, and 
other sources quite as trustworthy, it is 
lonrnod that tlio following pillagers of Koson- 
I'old's drug store havo found shallow graves:
